NOTABLE achievement is the publication of the first vol- 

ume of North American wild flowers by Mary Vaux Wal- 
cott. Five volumes, containing five hundred plates are planned— 
the result of years of work. While its price ($500) puts the set 
outside the reach of practically all except a few special libraries, 
there is hope that it may be possible to finance another and cheap- 
er edition. The plates are exquisite water-color sketches, life-size, 
beautifully reproduced. The descriptions, while scientifically 
accurate, are written in a semipopular style which will appeal to 
all readers. “A survey of wild flower publications led to the de- 
cision that there was need for a finely illustrated work that would 
be of service pictorially to all professional and amateur botanists 
and designers and to the larger group of lovers of wild flowers 
and the great out-of-doors. No attempt has been made to create 
a textbook with technical descriptions or to illustrate all native 
American wild flowers, and only native plants have been in- 
cluded.” It is being published by the Smithsonian institution and 
its technical perfection is due to the interest and careful work of 
that expert in printing, Mr. William E. Rudge. It is a work of 
great beauty. Both author and publishers are to be congratulated 
on its successful beginning.

It differs from 
the Winnetka graded book list (Booklist, 22:190, F 26) in that it is the 
combination of children’s expressed opinions and the authors’ selective 
judgment resulting as they say in a work “not so much a list of what chil- 


dren do read as... a list of worthwhile books that children would read 
if they were given the opportunity to do so.”—Preface.

It aims “to beautify and clarify the Bible” by 
retelling its stories, preserving the original Bible language (King James 
version) where possible, but translating obsolete words into present-day 
usage. Illustrated by 1500 photographs of famous paintings, some in color. 
Volume nine is “a working handbook” to the set, covering its use both for 
children and adults. Volume ten is a primer for little children with 
graded lessons leading to the Bible text itself. Fully indexed and ex- 
cellently made in every detail.

This textbook is an ambitious yet successful attempt to incorporate into 
one volume the most reasonable and most recent theories of the funda- 
mentals of social relationships. Specifically, these theories are the result 
of investigation by the behaviorist and experimentalist schools of psy- 
chology. Very readable and nontechnical. The author is a professor in 
the School of citizenship and public affairs, Syracuse university.

The reissue of this important publication after five years’ suspension is 
most welcome. Lack of space has prevented inclusion of events for 1919- 
1925, but the book has nevertheless been enlarged about one-third and the 
number of contributors greatly increased. It is not an almanac but a 
general survey of politics and government, art, literature, science and 
education, giving their progress and noting new ideas. Useful both to 
the general reader and the specialist and invaluable as a reference book 
in every library. The articles are by authorities and are signed.

The author’s chief contention is that the present “wave of crime” in the 
United States is due more than anything else to too many laws and 
inability to enforce them, and to the sentimental coddling of the recognized 
criminal. This brief survey was “the forerunner of the formation of a 
National crime commission” of which Mr. Child is a member.

Another is a long legend which has been used as the basis 
for a romance by a native Hawaiian writer. Like the previous book this 
will be of more interest to teachers and students of folklore than to chil- 
dren because of the difficult and unfamiliar names.

Davidson stood for the strengthening of morality by the building up of 
harmonious relationships between the individual and environment—and this 
by education. Delivered as a lecture in several eastern American cities.

Traces the historical origin of the political ideals and principles making 
up the Constitution to their probable sources.

There 
is appended an interesting annotation of the Constitution showing the 
derivation of its various provisions by reference to documents of prior 
existence. Author was assistant secretary of state under President Wilson.

Seeks to show that the diplomatic machinery of the American govern- 
ment has been used by private interests to advance their financial expan- 
sion in other countries and offers as evidence certain type cases, largely 
taken from official documents. It furnishes a clear, penetrating and fair 
interpretation of United States foreign diplomatic policies, and an up-to- 
date review of political and economic conditions in post-war Europe and 
the Far East with an interesting discussion of the future of American 
financial expansion.
